The  Osaka  Aeahl  ooianenta  In  a  serious  attain  on  the 
gro'/rth  of  entl-Japonlsm  In  China,  and  sharply  rcitilnds  the 
anti-Japanese  nGi^ators  that  If  they  persist  In  tholr  present 
unreasonable  behaviour,  they  must  take  responsibility  for  a 
possible  face-about  in  Japan's  present  liberal  policy  towards 
China. 

The  anti-Japanese  societies  In  Shan3hal,  says  the  Osaka 
Joui’nal,  are  adoptlnc  a  more  and  more  Impertinent  attitude. 

For  then  to  solzr  Japanese  "oods  Is  lllOGal,  even  after  the 
poodr  have  passed  Into  the  poosession  of  Chinese  merchants. 
Much  more  unlawful  Is  It  for  them  to  seize  the  articles 
actuallv  in  the  possession  of  Japanese  merchants  without 
giving  a  reason.  They  have,  however,  committed  suoh  illegal  .* 
acta  often  to  no  snail  embarrassment  of  the  Japanese  sufferers. 
Each  time  such  a  misdeed  was  perpetrated,  the  Japauieoe  autho¬ 
rities  stepped  in  and  the  8elz''d  goods  were  returned  to  their 
la’./fi:l  ovmcrs.  Unfortunately,  however,  the  anti-Japanese 
agitators  show  no  slrn  of  rmendment.  "e  have  recently 
been  r  recurrence  of  similar  Imv^leasncse,  v/lth~the  result 
that  the  Japanese  authorities  have  been  compelled  to  devise 
measv’res  to  rcnlst  Chinese  outrages  by  recourse  to  force. 
Though  very  regrett-.b!'' ,  this  la  the  natura.l  outcome  of  the 
unwarranted  "ocrctlcn  of  the  '.itl-Japr.nesc  movements  In  China. 
If  the  Chinese  agitators  keep  or.  their  present  foolish  course, 
there  Is  no  saying  but  that  a.  very  grave  situation  may  arise.

STAFF  OrriCEP.  MURDERED 


TRA\rLLIUG  ON  A  S?UDE!;T'3  PASSi'ORT 
IN  MA^•C:IURIA 


The  military  authorities  have  Just  made  public  details 
of  the  murder  of  Captain  Falcamura  Shlntaro,  of  the  Army  Ge¬ 
neral  Staff,  and  three  others  who  were  with  hla,  by  Chinese 
BAidlora  In  Manchuria  nome  time  age.  In  view  of  the  serious 
nature  of  the  incident  diplomatically,  the  press  has  so  far 
teen  forbidden  to  mention  the  fact.  Nov/  that  the  close  In¬ 
quiries  Into  the  matter  made  by  the  Japanese  autnorltles  since 
the  early  part  of  July  have  disclosed  the  truth,  the  military 
authorities  have  made  the  dotalla  public. 

Accord  Inc  the  Information  given  out  by  the  authorities. 

Captain  Fakamura,  accompanied  by  Isugl  Entaro,  the  proprietor 
of  an  Inn  at  Angangkl,  Tlanchurla,  who  was  formerly  a  cavalry 
sergeant-major,  a  Russian  and  a  Mongolian,  left  a  jx/lnt  near 
Peketu  station  on  the  v/eatern  branch  of  the  Central  Eastern 
rallv/ay  In  the  early  part  of  June  for  Taonon.  About  June  27th, 
the  party  reached  Mlnanchen  and  were  taking  a  meal  at  on  eat¬ 
ing  house  there  when  Chinese  troops  belonging  to  the  Mukden 
army  stationed  in  the  district  suddenly  attacked  them. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Japanese  officer  showed  them 
a  passport  Issued  by  the  Chinese  authorities,  they  arrested  and 
Imprisoned  them,  lootlnc  them  of  money,  the  pistols  which 
they  carried  for  self-defence  and  other  valuables  In  their 
possession.  Aftejm/ards,  the  Chinese  troops  shot  them* 

As  the  facts  of  the  case  have  been  made  clear,  the  offlcal 
statement  says,  steps  have  been  taken  to  lodge  strong  protest 
with  the  Chinese  authorities  concerned,  demanding  an  apology, 
damages,  punishment  of  the  responsible  parties,  and  future 
guarantee . 

In  this  connection,  the  Aeahl  giving  further  particulars, 
say  that  after  shooting  Captain  Nakamura,  the  Chinese  civilian 
and  military  authorlteo  In  the  district  attempted  to  destroy 
all  evidence.  On  July  lot,  they  Incinerated  the  body  of  the 
murdered  officer  on  a  hill  at  the  same  time  Issuing  on  order 
strlotly  forbidding  all  mention  of  the  case.  The  pressure 
which  v/as  brought  to  bear  upon  pro-Japr.nesc  Chinese  "jvd  Mon¬ 
gols  by  the  same  authorities  drove  many  out  of  the  district, 
and  these  gave  secret  Information  to  the  Japanese  authorities. 

This  led  to  the  revelation  of  the  Incident. 

The  Asahl  says  that  after  tho  shooting  affair  became 
knovm,  the  CBamunder  of  the  Japanese  Garrison  In  Kwantung 
province  (leased  territory)  Insisted  that  the  truth  of  the 
case  should  be  Inquired  Into  by  recourse  to  armed  force.  If 
necessary,  but  tho  Japanese  diplomatic  authorities^: blPj'fe'O't'/^ai-toois.org/doc/fbsefa/ 
to  such  pi'caodure.  According  to  the  sumo  Ixiformant,  It  seems 
that  in  securing  possession  of  a  passport.  Captain  Nakanura 
ooncealed  his  military  status  and  stated  ne  was  on  oduoatlonlst 
on  a  trip  for  geographical  and  historical  study.  In  making 
public  tho  official  statement  of  the  case,  the  Foreign  Office 
suggested  that  Captain  Nakamura's  military  status  should  be 
kept  seoret  and  that  he  should  be  described  as  on  educationist 
as  his  passport  represented  him  to  be.  This  suggestion  was 
rejected  by  the  military  authorities,  and  his  status  has  been 
openly  given  out.  It  Is  said  that  the  military  authorities 
adopt  a  very  strong  attitude  In  the  dlploijatlo  negotiations 
on  this  affair. 
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
